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This book will give the tourist some idea of the 
scenery and resources of the Historic County 
of Lunenburg, and should bring back to former 
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1753. Since that time it has progressed steadily until today it is regarded as the most wealthy and beautiful town 

on the South Shore. Nature has been prodigal with her gifts to this quaint old town and whether it is approached 

by land or water, it presents a charming and attractive appearance. The population is about 4000, and for in- 
dustry and thrift its inhabitants cannot be excelled. Handsome residences, in nearly all cases owned by their occupants, 
line the streets, and large and commodious buildings, together with well stocked stores, warehouses and wharves, attest to 
the good standing of its business men and prosperity of its citizens. 

Lunenburg is easily accessible. It is but three hours ride from Halifax over the beautiful new road controlled by 
the Halifax and South Western Railway Company, a trip which will well repay the tourist in search of scenic beauty. 

‘The principal industry of this thriving town is its fishing and shipping, the value of which represents close to a 
million dollars annually. There are hundreds of vessels engaged in this lucrative business, furnishing employment to a 
large number of men whose success has earned for Lunenburg the title, ‘“Gloucester of Canada.’’ “The West India trade 
which has grown steadily for upwards of fifty years represents a large amount of capital. Other enterprises which have 
wide reputations are the Iron Foundry and the Marine Railway. 

There is an excellent Academy, good hotels, superior system of water works, well conned fire department and 
Marine Hospital. Religiously the town is well looked after there being one Church of England, one Presbyterian, one 
Lutheran, one Methodist, one Baptist, one Roman Catholic and a Salvation Army Barracks. ‘The fraternal organizations 
are well represented, all the leading societies having a large membership. 

Stepping aboard the train, in a quarter of an hour, Mahone is reached. This beautiful place is situated at the head 
of Mahone Bay, and it can easily lay claims to being attractive and picturesque. It contains the junction of the old Cen- 
tral and New Halifax and South Western Railroad, and from its location has the advantage of many tourists passing 
through it, many of whom are sufficiently attracted by its scenic charms to stop off for a time to explore its beauties of land 


UNENBURG is the second oldest town in the Province of Nova Scotia, being settled principally by the Germans in 


and water. 

Next in point of interest and within an hours ride is Bridgewater at the head of the LaHave River, which is so cele- 
brated for its magnificent scenery, that it is referred to as the ‘‘Rhine of Nova Scotia.’’ This town has for its chief indus- 
try, lumbering. Since the disastrous fire of 1899, the greater portion of the business section of the town has been 
practically rebuilt, and today is equipped with the largest number of up-to-date stores of any town in the Province. 
Handsome residences add much to the appearance of the town, and the vast advantages which accrue from its position 
on the Halifax & South Western Railroad tend to make it a town whose future is particularly bright.
